Washington, December 8.— (Associated Press 
Dispatch)—Torpedoed in a night attack, the Am ­ 
erican destroyer Jacob Jones, one of the newest 
and largest submarine hunters, was sunk Thursday 
night in the war zone and two-thirds of her crew 
were lost. 
The disaster brings to the American people the 
first naval loss of great consequence since the coun­ 
try entered the war. 
The complement of the Jones in peace times was 
5officers and five petit officers and 87 enlisted men. 
Undoubtedly this had been increased to I OO or 
more. 
From the first report it would appear the loss of 
life is near 60 and it is feared Lieutenant Com­ 
mander David Worth Bagley, brother of Mrs. Jos­ 
ephus Daniels, wife of the Secretary of the Navy, 
went down with his ship. 
Tile attack was delivered by a torpedo. 
In a 
rolling icy sea of the North Atlantic winter wea­ 
ther the submarine probably had plenty of oppor- 
lunity to pick her time for the shot. 
The siihma- 
rine probably came upon the destroyer patroling 
her course in the dark, and had all the best of the 
engagement. 
When a submarine gets a hit on a destroyer it is 
due more to a chance and good opportunity than 
bighting skill on the part of the submarine. 
The loss of life would indicate that the subma­ 
rine made a fair hit on the destroyer’s hull, and that 
the submarine hunter probably was blown fairly in 
two. I hat she went down quickly is evident by the 
tact that nothing is said of survivors getting off in 
-i?e boats. 
Those saved got off on rafts, which 
probably floated off the sinking ship as she plunged 
down into the icy darkness.
